MA SELL ARMY MEAT. 


War Department Plans Sales at its 
Warehouses in Various Cities. 


WASHINGTON, June 
are being worked out for the sale 
of some of the surplus canned meats 
held by the War Department to the 
public at the warhouses in Chicago 
and other cities where it is stored. 
This was stated to the House Military 
Affairs Committee today by C. W. 
Hare, director of sales of the War 
Department. 

We are now circularizing 20,- 
000 State, municipal and charitable 
institutions asking them to bid on 
the meat,“ said Mr. Hare. “We also 
are seeing if arrangements can be 
made to offer it direct to the public 
at warehouses where stored in Chi- 
cago, Columbus, Schenectady, New 
Cumberland, Pa., Newport News, 
Baltimore, Omaha, New Orleans, 


‘of the warehouses where the food is 
stored it is doubtful whether any 
tonsiderable portion of the public 
will come to a sale if carried out. 

“Before any of these sales can 
take place, the important question 
must be decided as to what price 
we are to market. It is obvious 
if the price is made low enough all 
of it can be disposed of in this 
eeuntry. It must not be forgotten, 
however, that a much better price 
can be secured through export. It 
seems advisable therefore that we 
continue our present effort to market 
az much in this country at the best 
price obtainable and sell the re- 
mainder for export.” : 

The surplus canned meats cost 
the government $60.900,000. Mr. 
Hare said that when bids were asked 
on 2.400% pounds of bacon held 
at Baltimore which cost about 40 
@eents a pound only twelve bids were 
‘received, the highest being 21 cents. 
These bids were rejected. Mr. Hare 
said negotiations were pending for 
the sale of this particular stock for 
use among the negro trade in the 
South at about 28 cents.

» Declaring that Lord French had 
used private and ‘confidential docu- 
ments in his newspaper serial at- 
tacking Asquith’s conduct of the 
war the former Premier himself 
contradicted some of the Field Mar- 
shal’s charges and roused the as- 
sembled liberals to bursts of laugh- 
ter and cheers. 

Despite his more than sevent 
years the great liberal! leader is stil! 
a most impressive and commanding 
figure. Ata luncheon given for him 
today—a sort of informal and un- 
official meeting of parliament—he 
used all the resources of his lished 
oratory. He ridiculed Lord ench's 
Claim that he had anything to do 
with the fall of the liberal govern- 
ment declaring that Lord French 
himself was largely responsible for 
2 lack of high explosive shells in 


early months of the war. 

He brought his audience cheering 
to its feet when he read a letter 
from Lord French, written after the 
coalition government had succeeded 
the liberal government—which 
Lord French claims to have de- 
stroyed—the Field Marshal writing 
from British headquarters in France 
expressed his conviction’ that in all 
the history of warfare no command- 
er in the field had been so 1 
supported and aided by the h of 
government as he had been by 
Mr. Asquith. 

IMPORTANT CIVIL POST. 

Mr. Asquith said Lord French 
was not only'a Field Marshal on 
the active list but occupied one of 
the most important positions in the 
civil service of the empire. In the 
time of Queen Anne it was said 
that the trouble with the position 
of Lord Lieutenant of Ireland was 
that the business was not sufficient 
to keep the occupant awake, but 
too much to allow him to sleep in 
peace. Today that could not be 
said. Today, he said, Ireland was 
the blackest spot not only in the 
British empire but in the whole 
black world. Yet Lord French 
found time to write a pictorial and 
romantic travesty of history which 
is now appearing in the news-

jthe British expeditionary force 
which went to France in the late 
summer of 1914, was splendidly 
equipped.

right of the employers to hire and 
fire is not carried to the point of 
discrimination against union men. 

While not officially stated & way 
leading to settlement has been 
pointed out by union men now that 
the yard is idle, by hiring ex- 
perienced men in the order of their 
application for positions. This it 
is argued would involve no recogni- 
tion of the union, but would give 
an opportunity for those who 
charged discrimination because of 
their membership in the union to 
get back on the job. Union men 
generally recognize the right of the 
employer to hire and fire provided 
the privilege is not carried to the 
point of discrimination against the 
union. The statement issued yes- 
terday follows: 

“The strikers are receiving com- 
mendation from nearly every source 
on the manner in which they are 
going about this protest against the 
arbitary actions of the manaz£e- 
ment of the Los Angeles Shipbuild- 
ing Company, in refusing the de- 
mands of the men. We are sure 
that the people of Lost Angeles ap- 
preciate theo het that there has 
been no disturbance or unpleasant 
incident of any nature, and that 
they will frown on any action of any 
persons, newspapers, or the manage- 
ment of the company that will tend 
to create bitterness and stir hatred 
against either side. of this con- 
troversy. This matter can be 
settled without abuse and mudsiing- 
ing; and organized labor, at least, 
proposes to carry on its fight on 
that line. ; 

“That you, the public, whether on 


strike or not. may know fully the“ 


things for which we are striking, 
we give this summary. We are 
ing these demands: 

“First, all men affected by this 
strike must be taken back on their 
jobs without discrimination against 


“Second, seniority rights shall pre- 
vail in the discharze of men, all 
other things being euual. This 
means only that men who have been 
tried in the service and found to 
make good shall not be discharged 
for petty reasons and be replaced 
by men but a short time in the em- 
Ploy of the company. This rule is 
generally recognized by large em- 
ployers of the United States. It 
will protect the man who is estab- 
lishing a home against intimidation 
by threatening him with the loss of 
his job and forcing him to accept 
lower wages or lose all. 

“Third, the rights of collective 
bargaining shall be recognized and 
made effective. The employers form 
essociations and make agreements 
for the conduct of their uffairs. We 
demand the same right. Our only 
protection against unjust treatment 
les in the right to bargain collec- 
tively. One man alone is at the 
mercy of an employer. Collective- 
ly, their interests can be protected. 

We are not asking for more 
money. We are not asking for short- 
er hours. We are asking orly that 
we be allowed to use the right ruar- 
anteed us by our own goverument 
to collectively bargain. Are we un- 
reasonable in these demands? Are 
we entitled to the same considera- 
tion from our local employer that 
we receive from our government? 


We think we are entitled to all of | in 


this. We know that labor must 
protect itself. We cannot depend on 
our opponent to protect us. And we 
also know that the public, when it 
knows the facts in any case, will 


not go far wrong in its verdict.
